Now Naval Vessels in England. 

Wall Armod Corvettoa to Serve as Cruis- 
ers— Tliey wUI l)« Boiuarkably Fleet 
Sailors. 



The London "News" sbjb: "Half a 
dozen steel corvettes are forthwith to 
be added to the Nnvv, awift, wcll-anu- 
ed vessels, to servo us cniiHcrs. For 
some time past steel has been rcgaril- 
ed by sliipwrights willi a I'avorablo 
eye, being tougher and altogether fur 
les3 liable to fracture than iron, .uul 
now the Adrairalt-y has taken the bold 
step of concluding a coulract forbuild- 
iuf^ six war ships of this material 
■without delay. They are to be built on 
the Clyde, and to be ready for sorvico 
vrith their engines on board, wiihin 
two years; so wo may expect that for 
some time at least wo shall hoar no 
more about the si]ii)-buiKlii)g industry 
in that district being in a doijressed 
condition. These corvettes will not 
serve in any fleet along with big iron- 
clads, but are designed eH]iocially for 
foreign service in China and the Pa- 
cific, as also for ciuising in the vicin- 
ity of our colonics and foreign possess- 

^ ions. Thej' wjU bo remarkably fleet 
sailers, and, it is anticipated, Jwill be 
able to make twenty miles an hour 
without difiSculty. Their armament 
is to consist of fourteen guns of difl'er- 
ent calibres, and busido.s tho steel 
casing, their bulwarks are to bo cov- 
ered with two thicknesses of teak. 
They will not, of course, be in a posi- 
tion to -withstand heavy battering 
charges from big naval guns, but 
still, ordinary shot and shell will 
be unable to penetrate their sides. 
A.8 their great speed will always enable 
tbem to show their hterus and provent 
hostile craft from approaching, those 
steel corvettes should prove 'most 
useful additions to our navy; and it 
may safely bo taken for granted that 

^ where they are likol}' to cruise there 
will bo little chance of falling in with 
heavy ironclads, which, by reason of 
tho small amount of coiil they carry 
are unable to risk very far from land. 
The corvettes are to measure 2,300 
tons, and in every resjjoct aro to bo 
built alike. Tli(;y will naturally bo of 
a most powerful elru-artor to enable 
so high a Bpet;d to be attiuued, and a 
strong armored deck running round 
the vessel will serve as a protection to 
the machinery. Such vessels as these 
-will be able to porform tho specially 
important H(!rvi(:o uf purstiing and 
destroying the sv.-ift lorpetlo Ijoats, 
of wLiicli a l.u-ge iiuiuhe-r, it is saul, 
are to bo intrcjduced into navies of 
Europe. Vessels as these fleet torpedo 
outriggers are called, will be 
absolutely necessary if we are to have 
any protection against such trouble- 

^ and deadly craft."

BRITISH 'COLUMBIA IN ENGLAND. 

"Ortimilian" returns to tlio cliargo again 
in tho Times on tho aubjuct of British 
Columbia. After referring to tho great 
sacrifices, concessiona and statesmanHhip, 
by men of all political parties iu Canada, 
in order to promote oonfedovation, and 
which militate against the idea that Cana- 
dians of any way of thinking oiin bo in- 
dill'erent to tho unity of the Dominion lu 
tho case of British Columbia, lie ai guoM 
thb't Ciinada ia entiUed to appreoiatum 
arid pympathy in the present diflicnlty 
rather than tho hasty oenaaro to which 
Bho has lately been expoaed. He deuies 
the Htatomeut that Lord Dnfforin was sent 
on his present missioti by either the ("ol- 
onial or Inipevial Cnivei-nineut, or that 
there has been legitimate ground for tho 
Oharg^B of . undue delay or sookiugto ovaile 
the elceoution of the Canuirvou compro- 
mise by the Dominion Goverumout. Ho 
shows the groat progress made in explor- 
atiou and survevH, refers to the construc- 
tion of tho telegraph, and points to tlio 
fact that Canada has spoilt ST, 000, 000 on 
the roadalready,iueludiugtho]nir>'h!iso of 
50,000 tons of steel rails, lie says it is true 
no part of the work. is actually going on m 
British Columbia, but it would havebeeu 
madness to begin until tho most feasible 
route was ascertained and located. The 
Nanaimo lino forms no part of tho mam 
line, and besides tho efVorls of the (iov- 
ernment to construct it wore defeatod I'y 
■the Senate, but the vote of that body ilid 
not and was not intended to cpiahfy Uio 
original undertaking of Canada, touchuig 
tho main lino. Having referred the offer 
of £750,000 as couiponsution nv)ney,wluch 
fell through, owing to a conlli(^t of local 
interests, and to tho momentous charac- 
ter of the work und(!rkakon tiy Canada, 
he ftsks what interest or cdijoct can she 
have beyond making a steady progress in 
this great and patriotic undertaking ? a 
the Canadians are left to themselves, all 
ditlicultics will bo accomraodated. It 
there be any danger now, it lies in im- 
pressing on British Columlua a sensi. id' 
imaginary grievance, and iu the irntat icui 
•felt by Canadians at imputations against 

■ them. On this letter the Tlinei remarks: 
"Though, in the temperate and concilia- 
tory letter addressed to us by 'Canadian,' 
he will be seen, we think, to fail in one 

■ material point of bis casr, Iw. adduces in- 
disputable evidence that C^iiia la has made, 
and is making, very consid. r.il)le exer- 
tions to carry out the terms upon tho 

- faith of which British Columbia entered 
the Dominion. There is great force lu 
.the observation witli which lie concludes, 
'That Canada, under tho intlneuoe of a 
patriotic and commendable d. siie to con- 

, Bolidato British America, undurtook a 
work r' a far more momeutous character 
than was supposed.' The construction of 
a railway about three thousand miles in 
length, over unsurveyed ground, in ]>art 
mountainous and very dillicult, is u..- 
questionably an enormous uudert.ikiiig. 
and great allowance must bo made for de - 
lays which may bo really uuavoidald'>. 
•A Canadian' appears to prove, however, 
that the preliminary work has been ac- 
tively pushed forward, and that so far, at 
least, as concerns the expenditure of mo- 
ney upon the undertaking Caujcla has 
more than rodeemeil her plod^;e. i!ut tho 
question remains, what could iijdnee her 
to mar the ell'ect of all ihesu o.veitious 
and to induce distrust of her whole con- 
duct by shirking so comparatively small 
a matter as the construction of peveuty 
miles of railway in Vancouver's Isliiiiily 
The more 'A Canadian' ostut ilinhcs the 
energy and liberality of Canada on the 
whole, the more he condemns the folly of 
•provoking ill-feeling by the neglect of 
tho smallest part of the terms of the con- 
tract. 'A Canadian' throws the blame ou 
the local dissensions between Vancouver's 
Island and the Mainland; but it was sure- 
ly possible for tho ticniitors of lliu other 
portions of the Domiuioii to outvote these 
jealousies. The plain fact cannot bo dis- 

. guised that Canada has refused to per- 
form one of the terms of the Carnarvon 
Settlement,' and by doing so she has put 
herself in the wrong. It would surely be 
worth while to retrace this orror withi-ui 
delay. If tho terms of the tho contract 
are carried out in this particular. I'.iitish 
Colnmbia, there is every reason to be- 
lieve, would have no legitimate grouiul of 
complaint; and wo trust Lord Uufl'erin.on 
his return to Ottawa, may bo able to in- 
duce the Canadian Uoverument to seo the 
wisdom of thus jre-assuring the inhobi- 
tants of the Province." 



that work the Government offered the bo- 
nus of 8750,000. The disjiuto as to what 

tliis sum was intended as compensation 
for cau only be settled by a reference to 
the terms thoniHolves, bocautjo tho oii3 
bonus waa intbndtMl to take tho placo of 
the othor. Judging from somo of the 
comments indulged in, there would seem 
to be in certain quarters a feeling that tho 
Canadian Government wished the British 
Columbians to accept throe nuarters of a 
million as c()iup(!nsutiou for future as well 
lis past delays. Such a proposition was 
never thought of. The official explana- 
tion of the Minute in Council settlea tho 
matter, however. 

For the rest, the Colonist admits that 
tlie original terms of union were imprac- 
ticable, and declares that "thoy wore im- 
possible of fulfilment and naturally fail- 
ed." Tho British Columbians, wo are 
told, accepted reasonably and in a nation- 
al spirit the Garnarvon award ; iiud wo nro 
furtiier assured that had Canada done the 
same thhig tho difficulty would have been 
at an end two years ago. Tho reason Avhy 
Canada did not do the same thing to the 
fullest iioHsible extent is well known, and 
for iliis lUJU-acceptaiice tho Cuivin-iuuoul 
are uot to blame. Moreover, with tho ex- 
ception of tho Nanaimo Kaihvay tho award 
has been accepted by Canada, and acted 
upon by the Government in tho most i^or- 
fect good faith and in a way (juito satis- 
factory to tho Colon isl and all reasouahlo 
ptHiple ou tho I'acilic Coast. Tho only 
point now uus(^ttleil is tho matter of eom- 
ponsiition for the failun* to build the Is- 
land railway. There has beeu no unne- 
cessary delay, and there wiU uotprolwhly 
be any delay in going on with tho build- 
ing of the main line as soon as the surveys 
are completed, By way of coinpeiiKati(ni 
fiu^ uot building tho Es(iuinialt and Xan- 
amu) llailway tlie IJritisli ( 'ol uiiibiaii Clov- 
eiiiiiieiit was olVerod S7ri(l,()0U, which oll'er 
was, with unnecessary hasto and somo 
contumely, rejected. From oven the i'ul- 
onlst's point of view all that remains to Im 
done is to bring tho negotiations respect- 
ing compi'iisation to a successful conclu- 
sion, and tlu-ro will bo nothing to com- 
jdain of. But it takes two parti<!a to uo- 
gotiato, and tho very idea of negotiation 
implies that the one must bo as willing to 
signify what it will take as the other is to 
State what it will give. To take the stand 
on tho "Carnorvou terms," with H( ])ara- 
tion as an alti;ruative, is to shut the dooi- 
in the face of all negtitiation ; it is now for 
the British Columbians to agree amongst 
themselves, and say what their reasonable 
ultimatum is.

We entered tho village, whioh was 
once a city containing over a million 
of inhabitauts, and put up at a native 
hotel kept iu native style. Again 
obeying the custom of inuln>ssiiig tlie 
foot, jiassod many guests Hiltiii;( upon 
mats and making their chopsticks fly 
in a way that would make a Yankee 
envious even in a railroad eating house. 
Up stairs we went , and wore shown 
into a room whose walls consisted 
merely of paper, ])artitoiiiiig one room 
from another, but which were scriipu- 
lously clean. Ordering supper and 
some native wine, we were quickly 
served with "tidbit" pastry and with 
seme Ba('.k-eo, also a bowl containing 
live coals, together with 
which, giving ns timn for 
courses began with lisli 
enough to our taste, 
chicken, sweet potatoes, rice and ten. 
No bread was served us nor butter, 
but as tbo tea was remarkably fine and 
tho eggs, though snmll, were duly 
seasoned with rock siiU, wo made a 
good me,'\l, rendered awkwiird by lack 
of oxporionce in using tho chop-sticks, 
which wore poncil-sbaped and used by 
holding (U' pressing the food between 
tho ends, tho guests moanwiiilo ])oop- 
ing through the partitions and gigling 
at our frantic ofl'orls to eat griicef iilly. 
Wliilo eating supper tho gov- 
ernor of the place sent ii constable to 
obtain our names and rosidonco, that 
wo might be under police protection, 
we being the first white men tlial over 
spent a night in the place. Supper 
being over, wo toolc a short walk 
through the towu, and as iliero wero 
many pilgrims in tho place who had 
novor seen a Caucasian before, we 
woro tho "observed of all observers" 
especially our friend, an I'lnglishman, 
who is six feet two iuchos iu his stock- 
ing feet, making him u giant among 
them. Going back to tlio hotel, our 
friend nsked us if wo wisliod a bath 
aud sliuiupoo; answering in tho 
aiTirraativo, he gave the order, and 
hearing a lon^, low and somewhat 
sad whistle, which we had heard both 
by day anil by niglil in Yoliolmma, 
and whii'li, though it. hud excited mu' 
curiosity, wo had faih d to iiii|uire tho 
roiiHon of, ho wont into tlio street and 
brought iu a blind man, whom ho 
said was to do the shompooing. The 
bath being roady, we went down 
I stairs and were shown into a room 



whose wet floor proved it to bo in con- 
stanii use ♦ * * :■ After lin- 
ishing our bath we donned our gown 
and returned to our room, where tho 
"blind man" took us in charge. Bo- 
giuning with our foot, ho knuckled 
us nil over, prying in between every 
joint and muscle of the chest, and 
Avliich, after he was through, made us 
fell as limber as an acrobat. These 
shampooers, it ia said, are' made bliud 
iu thoir childhood, that they may ply 
their vocation witliout injuring th-! 
susceptibililities of any one. Tho sun 
arose ULiclouded on the following 
morning, and after u breakfast served 
ou the lloor, similat in quality to tho 
supper of tho evening before, we paid 
our bill, which amounted to fl.76— 
tliis for both of us including our 
wine.
